Dear  Students, 

Any  given  day  at  Ashbury  reminds  me  of  the  breadth  and  depth 
of  experiences  you  have  gained  this  year  as  students.  As  this 
yearbook  allows  you  to  reflect  on  your  school  year  at  Ashbury,  I 
ask  you  to  keep  the  wider  world  in  your  view.  We  often  refer  to 
the  mosaic  that  is  Ashbury,  and  we  have  identified  as  a 
community  our  value  of  international  engagement.  1  believe  that 
we  cannot  rely  on  our  demographic  alone  to  develop  global 
citizenship  -  we  have  to  look  critically  at  our  programs  and  the 
experiences  we  offer.  Although  1  think  we  have  been  on  the  right 
track  for  some  time  now,  as  one  of  the  first  IB  schools  in  Canada; 
a  rich  travel  program;  outreach  in  our  local  community  and; 
classes,  clubs,  chapel  and  speakers  that  bring  us  into  new  worlds 
and  raise  new  questions,  societal  rhetoric  can  sometimes  run 
deep  where  terms  are  used  loosely  when  affirming  global 
citizenship:  "service  projects  -  serving  who?"  "developing  global 
citizens  -  how  so?"  "international  inclination,  plurality  or 
diversity  -  in  what  way?" 

This  is  not  to  be  a  skeptic  but  it  is  important  that  we  ask  the  hard 
questions  in  developing  our  programs.  UNESCO  is  putting 
"global  citizenship  education"  on  the  map  -  developing 
standards  for  state  curricula  that  seek  global  innovation  across 
subject  disciplines.  And  as  an  independent  school  we  have  the 
ability  to  innovate  in  this  area.  Chernor  Bah,  Chair  of  the  Youth 
Advocacy  Committee  for  the  Global  Education  noted  that  "as  a 
citizen  you  get  your  rights  through  your  passport.  As  a  global 
citizen,  it  is  guaranteed  not  by  a  State  but  through  your 
humanity.  This  means  you  are  also  responsible  to  the  rest  of 
humanity  and  not  the  State  alone". 

I  have  seen  countless  samples  of  global  citizenry  by  you  as 
students,  as  well  as  your  teachers  and  our  alumni,  and  I 
encourage  you  to  harness  your  global  connections  that  exist  at 
Ashbury  and  in  our  region  as  you  shape  your  own  experiences 
and  education. 

Congratulations  to  the  Class  of  2015,  and  all  of  our  students  on 
their  involvement  in  full  school  life  this  year.
